University officials feel the organizers of REP were not 
truthful because they disclaimed any knowledge or C

It is believed making this information available to our sources 
in high schools and colleges will enable them to better under- 
stand the true menace represented by SDS and the Bureau’s 
need for prompt reporting of any information these sources 
may obtain. Albuquerque is taking advantage of the summer 
lull by strengthening and enlarging our contacts with school 
authorities and other sources of information. It is further 
noted Albuquerque is currently investigating 26 hippie communes 
in northern New Mexico and, as a necessary technique, is 
developing informants and sources of information which it is 
believed will be of material assistance in our continuing 
investigation of New Left activities.

s-ceps by their feet. Thrown into the waiting police wagons, the Six 
were escorted to county J^il, via city jail, singing freedom songs, 
where they were finally booked on police charges of Disorderly Conduct, & 
misuse of public property,

The Co-op would 
pay a fair SO percent of the 
orij;ina) purchase price for all 
used books regardless of 
condition, to be sold on a first 
come, first served basis. In 
addition, the Co-op would 
purcliase a few new books to be 
sold .It less than the list price. 

The standard mark-up from 
the publisher’s price to list price 
b 20 percent. When there it r.o 
nerd to make a profit, there is 
no need to tell a book at its list 
price. All staffing of the Co-op 
^ould be on a voluntary basis. 

I The main thrust of the Co-op 
{would not be the sale of 
[teritbuoks, however. Supplying 
texibooks on a large scale is a 
hassle. It requires constant 
reordering and waiting and 
typing up of capital. The Co-op 
would concentrate its efforts on 
the sale of paperbacks and 
periodicals. The ASUNM 
Bookstore, simply does not have 
the space or the inclination- to 
offer a wide variety of paperback 
titles that a university bookstore 
should have. 

According to the national 
standard, a university bookstore 
ought to have four square feet of 
floor sp.-ice for each student. 
That would mean the ASUKM 
Bookstore should have B8,400 ‘ 
-^stiuarc feet of floor area. It has 


only 13,000. * 

Nowhere on campus b a wide 
variety of good periodicals sold. 
The Information- b the only 
place BOW selling any periodi^ls 
at all, and their selection b 
highly limited. 

The real tragedy b tliat if 
facilities at UNM were adequate, 
and were doing the kind of job 
they should be doing, a Co-op 
Bookstore would be unnecessary. 
To this end SDS pledges itself to 
the following structural changes 
in the operation of the New 
Mexico Union and the ASUNM 
Bookstore: 

l}71iat the ASUNM Bookstore 
be given over by the University 
into the direct control by the 
student body under the Student 
Senate, so that it becomes a } 
truly student operated! 
co-operative enterprise. f 

2} That Student Senate and* 
the Union Board seek other ways 
of financing the operation of the 
New Mexico Union, through a 
cut in their own expenses and a 
modest raise in student fees, if 
necessary. 

3) That the ASUNM 
Bookstore immediately reduce its 
prices by at least 10% or 
whatever amount above that 
necessary to bring it into the 
category of a non-profit 
enterprise. As soon as this 
measure b taken, the Student ' 
Co-op Bookstore ' -would 
immediately stop selling

Book* are an indispensable 
ilcni in the educational procerr, 
and therefore they can become a 
focal point for the accidental 
(but aometimea intentional) 
economic exploitation of 
atudenta. Thia c:iploitation 
beconica exceedingly problematic 
when a ainijle bookstore holda a 
monopolistic interest in the sate 
of books for a given campus, 
etpccia'Iy when such a bookstore 
must make a margin of profit. 

There ore many campuses 
which have bookstores ov/ned 
and operated by the student 
government a:; a co-operative 
enterprise for the- benefit of the 
-students. At UNM the bookstore 
is owned and opcrr.ted at a profit 
by the University itself. 

Wc would like to make it 
clear from tho outset that SDS 
understands the burden placed 
upon the bookatore on 
this campus. Under the present 
circumstances the bookstore 
must make a profit, because its 
profits pay the deficit created by 
the operation of the Union. Yes, 
friends, it ia true the New 
Mexico Union runs at a loss, and 
- the Bookstore pays for it.. Those 
of us in SDS had •l'r-<vs believed 


thnt story had been created aa 
some kind of huge rational iaa lion 
for the greedy profit grubbers 
who have rajM-d the students for 
centuries. And then wc saw a 
copy of the University's financial 
report, 

I'hc truth waa stranger than 
the ficuon. 

The cost of sales of the 
book<l.are for the year ending 
June 30, 1068 (the latest figures 
available), amounted to 
(960,076.51. Their sales income 
was (1,321, 647.98 for the same 
period. TTiis represents an average - 
mark-up of 34% on all sales. The 
Bookstore's total expenditures 
during that period were 
(1,195.424.60. Its net income 
was $130,917.36. These figures 
represent a net profit for the 
bookstore of 11 percent. These 
monies were paid ,into the 
University general fund and then 
channeled back into the New 
Mexico Union to pay their 
deficit. For the year ending June 
30, 1968, that -deficit stood at 
(158.654.26. It is obvious that 
even the bookstore’s profits 
could not adequately handle that 
loss. 

We know of no other 
University which allows the 
bookstore to pay for the Student 
■ Union. Wc do not know who 
devised this remarkable system, 
but SDS considers it deplorable. 
At other universities such 
• expenses sre covered by student 
fees, snd we think that UNM 
could do the same. IVere ' It to 
become policy that student fees 
would be used 'to offset the cost.

There arc arena of ineffitmney 
in the operation of the Union. 
$11,200 ore spent nnoualif to 
pay rent on the bowling alleys, 
which arc so little used that their 
existence is hardly justifiable, ~ 
Student Senate -iUclf pays for*,) 
athletic program.^ which sivoulcl 
rightfully be paid for by the 
athletic department. We arc not 
sure how much could be saved 
by eliminating these useless 
expenditures, but the amount 
must be considerable. 

What is most important, 
however, is that the cost of 
running the Union would be 
shared equally by all students, 
and the profits from the 
bookstore could be pas.sed or. to 
the student, body in the form of 
a corresponding discount 
percentage on books and 
supplies. Such s measure would 
prevent the burden of paying for 
the Union from falling upon 
those who are unfortunate 
enough to have the largest boo. 
bills. 

So what about the preposa 
for a Student Co-oporativo 
Bookstore? The Co-op Bookstore 
would attempt ' to provide 
. textbooks for a limited number 
of larger classes, such as 
Sociology 101, Psychology 101,

In fact, in Los Angeles it happened right be- 
fore our eyes, thanks to television. 

Like Sodom' and Gomorrah— like Rome 
—America is rotting from within. Immorality is flour- ' 
ishing and pre-marital sex is being condoned even ■ 
from the pulpits; juvenile delinquency is on the rise 
and disregard for law and order has been given a 
cloak of respectability; pornography is accepted and - 
even preferred in our literature, in our movies and 
in our stage shows; our courts continue lo find lech- - 
nicalilies whereby vicious criminals, known to be * 
guilty, arc turned loose to prey again and again on 
society— why just rcccnlty the Washington police 
arrested a man caught in the act of raping a 24 year 
old waitress. This man had, on two other occasions, 
within the previous six months been charged with 
the ume type of crime. In the first instance the case 
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was dismissed because the victim conunittek suicide 
rather than go through the ordeal of the (rial. The 
second ca.se was dismissed by the trial court on the 
technical grounds that the poljfc made an illegal 
search because of their failure lo first obtain a search 
warrant 

Listen, Gentlemen, we arc going lo have 
lo wake up before it is loo late- we arc going to 
have to effect some drastic changes in our present 
way of life— changes in our behavior patterns, 
changes in our thought processes, changes in our 
moral values. 

Jenkin Lloyd Jones, the distinguished 
editor of The Tulsa Tribune, made a statement which 
should give every person in this room cause for 
alarm. Speaking of the Communists, he said and 1 
quote, “However much the leaders of the Communist 
conspiracy may lie to their subjects about our motives, 
about our conditions of prosperity, about our policies 
and aims, one thing they themselves believe implicitly 
—and that is that America is in an advanced stale 
of moral decline." 

If these people, who arc our mortal ene- 
mies, really believe this-and they do-isn't it 
about time for us lo start doing something about it? 

1 believe that America’s enemies are making tremen- 
dous inroads here on the Home Front and that our 
nation literally stands today at the crossroads— one 
road leads upward to Self-Discipline while the other 
road is all downhill and its ultimate destination is 
the City of Decay. I believe that we must decide row 
which road we are going to travel and that decision 
will be determined by how strong or how weak we 
Americans, collectively speaking, really are. 

But, “What can I do?” is the question that 
people invariably ask me and therefore, 1 would like 
to make a few specific suggestions for personal action. 
In so doing 1 ask that you keep in mind these words 
by Edward Hale, a former Chaplain of the U. S. 
Senate. He said; 

“I am only one, but I <im one. I can’t do evciy tlilng, 

- but I can do Soinctliing. And what I can do, that I 
ought to do. And what I oligfit to do, by the grace 
of God, I shall do."

; One of ihc very fir« ihinps we all can 
do u make the nu'vj of cvcr>' opporluniiy ihaf 
f rcseni* iisclf lo help bring sclf^i.vciplinc and decency 
back inio sixio. Jf you ha\c yoiingsrers of your own 
“*x''r are in a position to inHucnco other pcoplei’ 
youngsicrs-takc the lintc to try to develop in them a 
Knxe of personal responsibility, an understanding of 
the intporianre of their maintaining high moral stand- 
ards, of Ihc need for constant devotion to religious 
principles and of tlw necessity for fostering a deep and 
abiding pride in and love of country'. 

Next, you, can bring all Ihc pressure at 
your command lo plug up the loopholes in our laws 
that enable punks lo go scot-free not just once but 
lime •tfier time. Let s demand that criminals be treated 
as criminals-ihai the hands- of our police in bringing 
priminals to justice not be tied down by unworkable 
and unreasonable rcquircmcnis such as the Mallory 
Rule. Insist that the Juvenile Courts and Parole 
Boards carefully review, the past records of criminals 
before releasing them lo again prey on society. We 
must adopt a realistic attitude toward these critical 
problems. We have tried the lenient approach and 
it has failed.. 

Just as important, let's support our 
law enforcement olTicers. Montana Senator Mike 
Mansfield recently made this statement on the floor 
of the Senate: 

. . i‘r appears lo me somewhat excessive 
to expect them (the police) to be not only defenders 
of the peace and upholders of the law, but also lawyers, 
sociologists, ministers, social psychologists, judges, 
first-aid men, and obstetricians. Yet they are not only 
expected to be, but in fact, often do perform one or 
more of these functions in an emergency. " 

Too often the everyday acts of courtesy, 
help and cooperation which our dedicated law enforce- 
ment o/Iicers perform for Ihc benefit of the health, 
safety', welfare and protection of all our citizens are 
accepted matter-of-factly. Too often we forget that 
8 policeman is our friend and that lime and lime 
again he risks life in our behalf. Unfortunately the 
one bad cop that turns up among Kicrally thousands 
of good ones becomes the public’s symbol for alt 
policemen when in reality he is the exception. 1 be- 



lieve that for the good of every community and for 
the good of our citizens who desire to see law and 
order prevail throughout our land it is up to alt law- 
ahiding people to help improve the policeman’s public 
image by giving to him full and complete support and 
cooperation. 

Likewise, I believe that we must counter- 
act the generally unfounded charges of police brutal- 
ity which arc being leveled with increasing frequency 
at arresting ofikers all across the land. The policeman’s 
job is tough enough without having to face brutality 
charges every lime he makes an arrest. It is a fine line 
between brutality and self-defense. Last year one out 
of every nine oflicers was attacked while trying to 
make an arrest; and, on the average, 65 policemen arc 
murdered each year while endeavoring to apprehend 
criminals. I do not mean to imply that there have 
not been misuses of police power, for the record 
shows otherwise. However, these are the exceptions. 
Let s demand of our law enforcement officers the 
highest quality and efficiency of performance, while 
demanding for them the public respect which they 
so rightly deserve. 

Let's slop going lo see filthy movjes and 
dirty stage shows. Let’s not buy pornographic maga- 
lines or books and urge those who sell them in our 
neighborhoods to slop making them available to our 
young people. Let’s write letters of objection to 
advertisers that resort to the use of suggestive or 
dirty material in their advertisements. Let’s start set- 
ting the right kind of example through our everyday 
lives. 

Let s get prayer and a trust in and rever- 
ence for a supreme Being hack into our national life. 
Let’s not let teachers do what one mother told me 
happened in a nearby public school just recently. Her 
daughter’s class was practicing a baccalaureate hymn 
which contained in it the word Cod. That teacher 
instructed the class to hum when they came to the 
word Cod instead of singing it. How stupid can 
we get? 

Our schools have been instructed to re- l, 
frain from teaching our children the power and glory "* 
of PRAYER. We have successfully defended in court 




our chUJrcn's ri^ht lo ifncrc the iialuic lo the flag. 
Groupi are harJ at work irx'ing to abolish Christmas 
and Easter programs in ichools-lo do away with 
baccalaureate sermons— to eliminate Thanksgiving 
Day and Presidential proclamations of prayer— 
even working to remove Chaplains from our Armed 
Forces. This may all sound fantastic, but unfortu- 
nately. it's true. Certainly you cannot deny that there 
is a move afoot to remove religion from every phase 
of our national life-a move that is getting support 
even from ministerial grotips. 

The blows are being well-timed— the poi- 
son is being administered in small doses— we are 
weakening before the relentless determination of the 
ever-present minority of evil people whose goal in life 
is to drag others down lo tbeir level. 

If you have children in college, write a 
letter to the bead of that institution urging him not to 
tolerate “student uprisings." In this connection I wish 
to commend Dr. Wilson Elkins, the President of the 
Cnfs'crsity of Maryland, for the firm stand he has 
taken concerning this matter. Dr. Elkins warned the 
parents of the members of the Freshman Class that 
students who want to take matters in their own in- 
experienced hands will nor be vekomc at Maryland. 
He made it clear that the University will not tolerate 
disorder and demonstrations similar to those which 
occurred at Berkeley, California. According to a 
campus survey conducted by The Washington Post, 
most of the students interviewed supported Dr, Elk- 
ins' position. 

I would also suggest that you do what you 
can to defeat the programs of two student organiza- 
tions— one claiming to represent one million students 
in over three hundred colleges and universities and 
the other claiming to have more than one hundred 
campus chapters. I’m talking about the National Stu- 
dent Association and the Students for a Democratic 
Society. .At a recent convention in Madison, Wiscori- 
sin. the National Student Association, according lo 
published reports, adopted the following policies with 
respect to: . 

1. The Dominican Republic. The NSA "condemns 
United Slates intervention in the Dominican 
■ Republic." 


2. Red China. The NSA urges the United States to 
"propose admission of Communist China in the 
next session of the General Assembly." 

3. Viet Nam. The NSA recommends that the Unit- 
ed States "immediately cca'se the bombings of 
(he north and all other offensive military action 
as a positive step toward a ccasc-fire" and that 
the government “extend its offer of unconditional 
talks to include separate National Liberation 
Front participation." 

4 . The Berkeley riots. NSA delegates considered 
the disorders there as "responsible action" and 
pledged to give legal support to the over 800 
persons arrested. 

Moreover. NSA delegates wholeheartedly endorsed 
such agitational weapons of the left, as the sit-in, rent 
strikes and massive civil disobedience. And to make 
sure no one misunderstood, the delegates ended their 
incredible convention by belling out "We Shall Over- 
come,” the song that has become the battle hymn of 
the far left. 

Even more radical than the NSA, the 
Students for a Democratic Society are going all out 
to gel students to declare as "conscientious obiectors” 
and thus avoid their military obligations. It is also 
rumored that they intend lo issue a handbook of 
instructions titled “How to Evade the Draft." It is 
suggested that this can be done if the student pretends 
he is a homosexual. How do you like that for red- 
blooded American patriotism? 

These arc youngsters who have been defer- 
red from military service so that they can complete 
their education— they have received scholarships and 
grants— they are enjoying more individual freedom 
than any other students in history- and this is their 
expression of appreciation for all that has been done 
for them. 

And now moving to an equally disturbing 
situation. Let’s insist that our churches and our minis- 
ters devote their time to our spiritual problems and 
not just to those problems connected with civil rights. 
Tell your minister that it is just as sinful to advocate 
civil strife as it is to deny right. £>octor Kenneth 
McFarland, noted educator, author, world traveler

Remember this— as the old hymn says, 
‘■Cod' moves in a mysterious way, His wonders to 
perform." Perhaps through you He will point the way 
whereby we can ...

In view of the current inactivity in the Albuquerque'

action is contemplated at this time. Albutjuerque is currently 
in the process of reviev7ing pertinent files in an effort to 
compile a- list of students v,’ho may possibly be considered for 
panel source develcpnent v/hen the regular sessions begin again 
in September, 1969. But first it must be detenr.ined if those 
under consideration v/ill be returning to school for tlie fall 
tenu. Any such persons selected, will be handled on an 
individual basis and the Bureau will be requested to authorize 
prior to initiation of any actual investigation.

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Albuquerque contemplates no potential counterintelligence 
action at this time. 

II. PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

By letter dated 3/5/69 Albuquerque requested authority 
to make anonymous mailings of certain Items pertaining to the 
New Mexico Free University, By letter dated 3/19/69 the Bureau 
granted authority for this mailing and indicated it should be 
transmitted with an anonymous note highlighting the fact that 
the facilities of the UNM are being used to teach such subjects 
as "Confrontation Politics: Theory and Practice" and 'Draft / 
Counseling Training." The Bureau Indicated that all necessary 
steps should be taken to protect the Bureau as the source. 

At approximately the same time the anonymous mailings 
.by the Albuquerque Division were being handled, a teaching 
assistant at the UNM was distributing copies of an alleged 
obscene poem to the Freshman English class. Copies of this 
poem subsequently found their way to members of the legislature 
and other state and city officials. Inasmuch as these events 
occurred at the same time. It Is felt there is no question 
about the anonymity of our mailings. Although all the current 
controversies at the UNM are over the poem. It is felt that 
the recipients of the Albuquerque Division mailings were struck 
with the fact this was not an Isolated incident. Evidence of 
this can be_ found in the fact the New Mexico Legislature 
appropriated $50,000 for a legislative Investigation of the 
universities in the State of New Mexico. (Governor DAVID CARGO 
has indicated he may veto this appropriation.) 

In the middle of March, 1969, it was learned that 
the SDS, having been refused space by the University of Texas 
officials, were contemplating moving their National Council 
meeting to Albuquerque. Through well placed sourced it was 
learned that representatives of the SDS planned to secure rooms 
at the UNM and were also interested in renting the Civic 
Auditorium from the city officials. Under the personal guidance 

of the SAC, contacts were made with the Chief of Police, the A 

CFty Manager and the news media in order to acquaint them \ 

with the problems that this would entail for the City of / \ 

Albuquerque. Time was of the essence since the National Connell 
meeting was scheduled for 3/27-30/69 and it was felt if their 
plans to relocate in Albuquerque could be stymied or delayed, > 
it would be disruptive to the whole SDS movement. 


Sources connected with the inner committees of the 
local SDS chapter reported that the group was trylngv to move 
in an expeditious, but secret, manner so that results could 
be obtained without the knowledge of the New Mexico Legislature, 
which was then currently in session. 

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

. With regard to the attempts of the SDS to relocate 
in Albuquerque, the UNM officials denied the use of campus 
facilities and the City Manager rescinded their contract for 
use of the Civic Auditorium. The National SDS was forced to 
make a last ditch effort and chose their original site, Austin, 
Texas, as their meeting grounds. In Austin a court order sustained 
the ruling of University officials in denying the access to 
campus facilities and they were forced to conduct their meetings 
. in inadequate facilities. The sum total of disruption is yet 
to be determined. 

In regard to the current controversy at the UNM over 
the suspension of teaching assistants and professors concerning 
the obscene poem incident, this matter is still pending. It 
is pointed out in Item II above certain legislative action has 
occurred and although it cannot be determined what effect the 
anonymous mailings had ^ it is obvious that something provoked 
the legislature into action. 

The final outcome has not yet been determined since 
a Special Advisory Committee, which is checking into the matter, 
has not Issued its recommendations as of yet. As pointed out 
in the attached editorial, the UNM finds itself at a crisis 
point not on a major national issue such as the draft or Vietnam 
War, but over a piece of smut. Certainly those who are 
defending the rights of the young teaching assistant on the 
grounds of academic freedom must be extremely uncomfortable 
with the point of their issue. 

It is noted the UNM will have a mid-term break beginning 


4/3/69 and ending 4/10/69. The furor should die down during---ivf

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Controversy Can Damage UNM 


The emotional peak being 
reached in connection with the 
dirty poem controversy at the 
University of New Mexico can 
produce irreparable damage to 
that important institution. 

Irrational calls for closing the 
University "for fumigation” 
have no more part in the picture 
than docs the blatant public 
reading or distribution of the 
obscene material involved. 

The bizarre aspect of the 
situation is that UNM finds itself 
.at crisis point, not over an im- 

E ortant issue such as Vietnam, 
ut over a piece of smut. Even 
many of those now defending a 
, -young . teaching assistant on 
academic freedom grounds, 
must feel extremely un- 
ComfoiMnbic with the poem itself. 

The wide dissemination of the 
\vrltin,g, both by those defending 
it and those condemning it, has 
resulted in It making its way, not 
only into the hands of virtually 
all adults and college students, 
but into the hands of junior high 
and high school age youngsters 
In the city. While this may not 
bother the backers, it surely isn’t 
what tliosc opposed intended. 

The w.nrning by Municipal 
Judge Harry D, Robins that 
dlstribu^oh of any legally 
obscene mntcrlal is tinlawfui, 
’was timely. 

While President Heady was 
open to criticism for not taking

There was considerable ag^ltatlon concerning 
due process of law and it was decided their cases would be 
reviewed by the Student Standards Committee. While this action 
was pending, anonymous mailings of the above-described Reader *s 
Digest SDS reprints, along with copies of news articles 
concerning the rioting at San Francisco State College, were 
sent to the UNM Board of Regents and other appropriate 
administrative officials. Attached to this material was the 
plea, "Please don't let it happen here." In addition, copies 
of the reprint were also distributed to appropriate officials 
of the other Institutions o^higher learning in the State of 
Mew Mexico. 




The suspensions were upheld by the Student Standards 
Committee on 11/21/68. The only avenue of appeal remaining to 
the three students, namely ,. directly to UNM President Dr. 

FERRELL HEADY, has been followed and this appeal is currently 
pending. 

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

It is noted classes in the UNM are currently suspended 
because of the "flu epidemic" and will not resume until after 
the Christmas vacation which terminates 1/6/69. Established 
sources at UNM have reported there has been virtually no activity 
by New Left groups and personnel since the abdve-mentioned 
suspensions were upheld. 


The following newpaper articles are self-explanatory: 
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While lh« organization known as Students 
for a Democratic Society represents only a 
minuscule minority of students, it has managed ' 
to play a leading role in the violence, bloodshed 
and arson that have exploded across college cam- 1 
puses from Columbia to Stanford. 

Details of how this small but militant group 
has managed to disrupt college life are revealed 
in the October Reader’s Digest by Eugene Meth- 
yin of the magazine’s W.ns^ingtoii bureau. Quo\* 
ing SDS officials and incmbors, he reports that 
the organization's ultimate goal is “nothing less, 
than tiic destruction of society itself.’’ 

One speaker at SDS' national convention at 
East Laiising, Mich., is quoted; “The ability to 
manipulate people through violence and mass 
media has never been greater, tiie potential for 
tis as radicals never more exciting, than now.” 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has said: “They 
are a new type of subversive, and their danger, 
is gteat." 

SDS* factics include use of off-campus is.sues 
to disrupt campu.s life, it is noted. An SDS mem- 
ber fi’om Wisconsin put it this way: “We organ- 
ized dox'milory students around njlo.s. and then 
it was easy to move them on sucK issues as the 
university’s relation to Chase Maniiatlan Bank.’’ 

Among specific SDS proposals for disruption 
of society are listed; 

Picking public fights with welfare workers; 
starting trasn-can fires and pulling fire alarms 
ih high schools as “forms of protest”! making 
appointments by the score with university deans 
and registrars — to “overuse the bureauci’acy”; 
checking out an inordinate number of books to 
disrupt libraries and study programs; disrupting 
draft boards by registering under a fal.se name 
so “federal agents will .»ijcnd much time at- 
tempting to trne'e down people wlio do not exist.” 

While it pui-ports to follow a line of “inde- 
pendent radicalism,” the writer points out that 
SDS betrays growing signs of links to hard-core 
professional communists. Known communists 
have sat in on SDS meetings and coached organ- 
izers since the organization was founded in infi2; 
SDS leaders frequentiy travel to Red capitds; 
two of three national officers chosen at last 
June’s national convention were .self-proclaimed 
conununist.s.jf' 

While many SDSers are actively nnU-Krem- 
lin, they shore with the communists a common 
desire to destroy, annihilate and to tear down. 

Citing SDS' role in the recent unheaval at 
Columbia U.'*MVorsity, the autlior declared that 
firmer actio; my school authorities in support of 
the anti-radical “Majority Coalition” would have 
averted escalalijig violence that culminated in

2. PENDING COURTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

In connection with strengthened liaison with- those 
persons and agencies directly responsible for narcotics violations » 
Albuquerque Agents have been afforded and accepted the opportunity 
of sitting in on weekly debriefingj of unt^ercover city police 
officers. While their primary function is in the area of narcotics 
violations, they incidentally obtain information pertaining to 
proposed campus activities of the SDS and off campus of the NMR. 

Albuquerque has had no other pending counterintelligence 
action during the three-month period. 

3 . TANG IBLE RESULTS 

It, is noted that it is too early to tell what specific 
results have been obtained in this program, but the Albuquerque 
Division fe*els that it has strengthened its ability to be aware 
of the SDS and NMR activities, as well as any other New Left 
activities by developing the above-mentioned sources. The general 
feeling in the community has changed from last year in that the 
people in authority have expressed more- concern and a desire to 
know more about New Left activities in order to take appropriate ' 
counteraction should it be necessary. In this regard, the 
Director's message to all law enforcement officials, dated 
September 1, 1968, has been afforded wide dissemination in the 
New Mexico area.

Referenced Bureau letter instructed participating offices 
to submit a status letter covering the prior three-month period utiliz- 
ing the following captions, commencing July 1, 1968. .

In view of recent statements by SDS participcuits to. the 
effect the SDS is falling apart in Albuquerque and the fact recent 
meetings have been, cancelled because of a lack of attendance, no 
potential counterintelligence action is deemed advisable at this time. 
Since apathy may be destroying SDS and New Left activity in this, area, 
counterintelligence measures may only serve to stimulate and/or 
provide a rallying point. It is recognized the situation could change 
radically with the influx of new students in September and this matter 
will be closely followed through informants and campus sources. At' 

■the first indication of a swelling in the ranks or a rekindling of 
interest, appropriate countermeasures will be devised and submitted 
for Bureau consideration. 

2) PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

On the theory there is at least an indirect relationship 
between New Left activities on campus and the use of narcotics, this 
division has strengthened its liaison with those persons and agencies 
directly responsible for narcotics violations.
